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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1-6 are presented for examination. 



Specification 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of ail possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains two paragraphs. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure 
describes," etc. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kojima et al (USPN 6,580,580). 

Regarding claims 1-3, Kojima discloses a magnetic recording apparatus (see 
column 1 lines 6-10) comprising: a disk-shaped information recording medium on which 
periodic physical changes providing changes of reflectivity are formed (see column 2 
lines 45-47, column 3 lines 66-67, i.e., the disk 4); a light source which outputs a light 
beam (see column 2 lines 39-40); a diffraction element which receives the beam 
outputted from the light source and generates three beams (see column 2 lines 40-43); 
a light-converging optical system which converges the beams generated by the 
diffraction element on the information recording medium as a microspot (see column 2 
lines 43-47); a photodetections means having three photosensitive parts which receive 
beams reflected and diffracted by the information recording medium and again 
transmitted in the aperture of the light-converging optical system, and which output 
signals in accordance with the quantities of received light beams, respectively (see 
column 2 lines 47-51 and column 5 lines 46-47); a signal processing means which 
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processes the signals outputted from the photodetection means to output a tracking 
error signal (see column 2 lines 51-53); a driving means which receives the tracking 
error signal outputted from the signal processing means, and determines a position of 
the beam on a desired track (see column 2 lines 53-55); a magnetic head which records 
information on the information recording medium, or reproduces or deletes information 
from the information recording medium (see column 2 lines 55-58, i.e., the head 14); 
wherein the signal processing means includes a cancel means which cancels crosstalk 
that occurs between the signals outputted from three photosensitive parts of the 
photodetection means (see column 12 lines 17-41). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 4-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
